Homes for all, from Whiite: AViiale 
lake to the Rpckies. 


Mr. Alex. McLay and; party, who were 
on a land seeking expedition to that 
part of the country, returned last Sun- 
day night after an absence of efight 


days. ‘tie 

In an interview with Mr. McLay hs 
gives the following description of ihe 
trip; “After leaving Edmonton we 
travelled west through Stony Plain, 
and pushed right on to White Whale 
lake, the land to ihere is roliing with 
plenty of timber scaitered right and 
left, and the hay, particularly pea vine, 
is that thick, even on the highest 
knolls, that several times we were 
tripped in walking thromgh it. 

“White Whale lake is a_ beautiful 


miles in breadth, its waters. contain 
white fish and pike in abundance. Two 
fishermen are curing fish and shipping 
them io Edmonton where they find a 
ready market. On the norih shore a 
seam of fine sand stone crops out, also 
two excellent seams of coal, approxi- 
mately, 10 and 7 * feet thick ana aro 
of easy access, both for working and 
loading. A railroad and some capital 
would make things boom in there. This 
lake would make a beautiful summer 
resort, and with the aid of the rail- 
road, would soon become papular, 
“The Indian reverve is a pretty loca- 
tiou, but the land is excessively roll- 
ing. The government farm insiructor 
here is A. E. Patison, ex-policeman of 
Edmonton, whoze residence is beauti- 
fully situated at the east end of the 
lake, and commands full view of over 
twelve miles of rippling waves, Mr. 
Patison kipdly entertained our party 
as we passed there. From here a road 
runs north, i0 miles. through a wood, 
ed country, chiefly to Lake Sit. Anne, 
= | Along this road a few setilers are lo- 
a cated, we also passed some fine’ hay 
meadows. i 3 
“At Lake St. Anne there is a Hud 
= son’s Bay post where supplies of all 
4 kinds are kept. The Roman Catholic 
mission was established here away back 
in the fifties, They have now a fine 
church and dwelling house.

We are reminded more forcibly this 
year, than ever, that the government 
do not care a rap for the Pioneers of 
that part of Canada known as the 
district of Athibasca, particularly the 
Settlement of Vermilion. 


Before this country was taken over 
= A ee t, the mails were 

rought into the country regularl 
the H. B. Co., always at Ripe ha! 
ience and expense and although months 
often elapsed between the mails, they 
carried them regularly and could be 
relied upon, thus making it quite feasi- 
able to transact business with the out- 
side. At the present time this is no 
longer possible as the condition has 
changed steadily from bad io worse un- 
til no business of any importance can 
safely be done through the mail. 


This state of affairs is simply unen- 
durable, it is high time for the gov- 
ernment to take this matter in hand. 
Thongn it is out of the question. to ex- 
pect the ‘H. B. Co, to forward all o7 
the mail as they did years ago, as the 
mails are heavier, still there are par- 
ties throughout the country whoce 
work is in opposition to the interests 
of the company, who are entitled\| to 
mail benefit of some sort. 


Of course there has been in times 
past much friction resulting from 
lack of co-operation in the mail ser- 
vice on the part of those engaged in 
the fur trade, but at the present time 
conditions have changed and all par- 


It is quite evident to us now that 
we “wrestle not against flesh and 
blood,” but against something less 
tangible in the shape of a government 
who deals out mails twice daily to the 
little one-horse yillages in the: easi, 
(who cry for more.) while we who are 
developing the latent and almost un- 
known resources of this vast country 
are sypposed to ba satisfied with one 
or two mails in a-year brought half 
way and dumped out to be overhauled 
pnd read, lost or stolen, by whom hap- 
pens along. What is the object in send- 
ing mail in open sacks when such care 
is taken to lock the mailbags outside’ in 
civilization ? 7s 

We have repeatedly calied the attenr 
tion of the government to this matter, 
but it appears to be their object to 
keep us in the dark and retard rather 
than advance the progress of this cqun- 
try. 

We have stores, churches, schools and 
mills galore, fut ro post office, nor 
any mail to put in it if we had’ one. 

We do not ask for a weekly mail nor 
even a monthly one, but a mail three 
times during th> winter and three 
times during the summer at periods 
suitable to conditions, The govern- 
ment has certainly done well io treat- 
ing with the Indians and half-breeds, 
but it looks hardly fair to shower dol- 
lar bills py the thousands and acres 
ditto on our duskier brothers while we 
are left out in the cold without even 
the consolation of a musty magazine 
or the privilege of buying a few, postr 
age stamps. c i 

It may be their intention, however, 
to leave us in this barbarous state in 
the hope of evolving a new tribe to 
take the place of one now. fast disap- 
pearing. We see through ccasional 
Bulletins, which manage to run the 
gauntlet, that your paper is the fear- 
less champion of the oppressed and an 


advecate of civilization in its broadest 
and best sense, so trust that all your 
efforts for the advancement of the 


| rights of our cause will ba growned 


with success, We hope the fature has 
brighter things iu store lor each and 
ali.

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When river insprovements are men- 
tioned the allusion is generally to 1m- 
provements in navigation. But thie 
Bulletin takes the licerty of suggest- 
ing that the most pressing need of the 
moment iu regard to tha ¢hskatche- 
wan river in some improvement that 
would impede navigation, that Is that 
would hold saw logs securely in the 
river at some convenient fixed point. 
There are many hundreds if not thous- 
ands of miles of floatable rivers and 
streams the waters of which unite in 
the Saskatchewan river above Edmagn- 
ten. The country along the banks of 
every Give o° those streams is more or 
less timbered, and comprises a propor- 
tion o° spruce of good sawing size. There 
are saw mills at Edmonton which cut 
this spruce into And yet 
lumber «ut on the other side of — the 


lumber. 


mouttains competes righ: at Edmonton 
with the local lumber. With increase 
at settlement the demand ior lumber 
increases and the need ot cheaper lum- 
But sofar this his 
increase in the 


ber increases, 
meant rather an 
amount of lumper prougnt irom Brit- 
ish Colymbia thar in the amount sawn 
by the local mills. Hvery year the e7- 
fort of the Jocal mills io reduce their 
expenses and lucreas: their output has 
been met by losses o° logs from sudden 
and unexpected rises of the river which 
has at least redu-ved their pro ‘its, if iat 
put them to aciual loss. Asa ratural 
result they are unwilling to make fur- 
ther investmenis and other owners of 
timber jimits are deterred fram put" 
tiog in mills. The timber up the river 
is being destroyed from year to pear 
by fires, ard no one is getiing the ben- 
efit. Up tothe past few years saw logs 
were brought down the river in rafts, 
but this process is slow and expensive 
and must always restrict thy Apitput 
and keep up the price. Besides it keeps 
out ef account the timber on the 
streams which are tgo smuil to raft, 
and along which grow the greater part 
of the timber. Some three years ago 
the local saw mili men built booms in 
the river at great cost and began to 
run the logs loose. This was much 
cheaper than rafting and seemed likely 
to put the saw mill industry on a new 
footing. But each year one or .more 
sudden and unexpected rises o- water 
carried out thousands oo: logs, and 
rafting had to be resorted iq again. 

Clearly, if the timber resources _o¢ 
the upper waters of the Saskatchewan 
are to be commercially ytilized there 
must be some means o- sufely booming 
large quentities of logs at or near Ed- 
monton. Clearly the necessary works 
would require to be of a nature  be- 
yond the reach o° private enterprise. 
For it must be remembered that owing 
to the small size of the limits on the 
Saskatchewan and its tributaries there 
is no probability of any vest sirong 
private company beiog formed. Nor 
would it be a good thing if such a com- 
pany were formed. 

Clearly the case is one for govern- 
ment effert and expenditure, in order 
to bring the timber resources of the 
upper river into market ‘or the use 
of settlers presenti and prospective on 
the lower river. 

While it would be impossible to boom 
the river substantially at Edmonton it 
is said that at the Big Island, some 
fifteen miles above, therer is a ,od og- 
portunity to hold logs provided a suii- 
able boom were built. If the big drive 
could be Safely heid there, the logs io 
be let Gui in simall numbers as wanted 
it would mean a great development of 
lumbering here. The timber now go- 
ing to waste would be turned to ac- 
count and the settlers would get 
much cheaper lumber. There 
doubt that the increased revenues 
which the government would receive 
from the increase of the industry 
would far more than pay the cost of 
the boom. 

When it is said that the Quskatche- 
wan rises from fifteen to thirty-five 
feet, and that a rise may qccur ai any 
time from the middle o: May to the 
middle Gf September it can be easil 1 
understegd that the task of booming 
the river effectively is beyond che reach 
of any available private enterprise.

LESSER SLAVE LAKE AND PEACE RIVER 


J. K. Cornwall arrived from Lesser 
Bjave lake on Saturday. last Agg, 2nd, 
having left Slave lake post om July 
28th, Speaking of the season he said 
that it seemed to be further advanced 
at Lesser Slave lake than at Edmonton. 

New potatoes had been in yse at Les- 
ser Slave lake post for two weeks be- 
fore he left, that is about July 15th, 
while they were only coming into use 
at Edmonton on August Ist. The sea- 
son had been favorable throughort. 
Oats were in head and crop prospecis 
were never better. The reports from 
Peace River Crossing were equal- 
ly good. The crop at Slave lake does 
not amount to much yet, but at Peace 
River Crossing it is becoming quite im- 
portant. A. Brick, of that settlement, 
will have 150 acres of good wheat this 
year, Messrs. Bredin & Cornwall 
brought 75 sacks of flour from Mr. 
Brick of last year’s crop, whichi ‘had 
been ground in Carson’s mill af, the 
Crossing. 

Peace River is very well supplied 
with mills considering the amount of 
land yet under ciltivation, There are 
two at the Crossing, one belonging ig 
W. Carson and the other to the Roman 
Catholic missiou; and three at Vermil- 
ion, one belonging to H. H. Lawrence 

& Sons, one to the Roman Cathali¢ wis- 
sion, and the third now in process of 
erection belonging to the Hudson's 
Bay Compay. This latier is most ¢gm- 
plete and up-to-daie in all particulars. 
Althoygh the mills may {be a little 
ahead of actual requiremenis that very 

fact shows all the mare clearly the 
confidence felt by men living in the 
country as to its wheat raising capa- 
bilities. Vermilion it may be mention- 
ed is in latitude 581-2 north fully 350 
miles iurther north than Edmentgn. 

Messrs. Bredin & Cornwall have a 

trading post on Grand Prairie, west of 
Smoky river, and about 100 miles fur- 

ther squth than Peace River Crossing.. 

This is a most beautiful andj fertile 

region ,noted for its immense crops of 

berries, Messrs. Bredin & Cornwall 
broke up a small piece of grqund at 


their post last season, and raised an ex- 


cellent return of wheat, barley, oats 
and potatoes, The first frost occurred 


on September 9th. At Spirit river \be- 
tween Grand Prairie and Peace river 
there is a stock ranch, where crap is 


grown successfully every year.. The 
Grand Prairie is in latitude 55, about 


100 miles further north than Edmonign 


and about 200 miles further west,

He will gq tp 
Slave lake by Bredin & Carnwall’s 
boats and will survey reserves for in- 
dividyal Indians, who wishes tg take 
their land separately, 

Messrs. Bredin & Cornwall have the 
contract for ireighting ihe new steam- 
er which the Reman Catholic missign 
is putting on the Peace. It is first 
class in every particular and will be 
running next season. 

Speaking of ihe roadj work dene last 
year on the 90 mile portage, between 
Lesser Slave lake, and Peace river, Mr. 
Cornwall says that as a result freight 
is 50 cents a hundred less than last 
year and freighters are doing better 
at it. The seasgn is no better, and had 
the work not been done the road Would 
have been impassable. There is stil] 
needed a bridge across the South Hart 
river, which this season; has to be raft- 
ed. The bridge would have to be abgut 
the same as thai across ihe Sturgegn 
on the Athabasca trail. There is aisg 
about twenty miles more of cutting 
through timber required. Mr. Cern- 
wall estimates that $1,500 would be 
needed to bridge Hari river and ent 
Ot the balance of the irail. All the 
freight for the upper Peace must go 
aver this trail Many of the half- 
breeds, of Lesser Slave lake, spent their 
Scrip money in horses and wagons to 
freight over it. The conditign of _ the 
trail has been such that it has been 
a losing game with them so far, Mr, 
Cornwall says that the importance 9° 
putiing this portage in a travellable 
conditio » cannot be over estimated. It

Rich vs. Poor Cream. 

In conversation with Mr. Scott, at 
the creamery ,ihe following facts were 
elicited regarding the richness of cream 
and its influence over the finished pro- 
duct;— 

The butter now being made for Great 
Britain must be of good body, color, 
flavor and texture, To produce these 
with. minimum labor andexpense, rich 
cream of good, clean flavor, delivered 
in a sweet condition, 1s necessary, 

The ideal product of the creamery is 
made from cream delivered ina per- 
fectly sweet condition. This will mix 
more readily and ripen mora ‘eyenly 
than will cream of varying degrees of 
sweetness. Therefore, as perfectly 
sweet cream cannot be obtained, it is 
evident that the nearer it is to that 
state when delivered the more favor- 
able the conditions will be to turning 
out a high quality of butter. 

As it is the skim milk in the cream 
that causes fermentation and produces 
bad flavors or over ripeness, rich cream 
can be more easilyi kept sweet than can 
peor cream. There is also less bulk to 
handle and not so much labor will be 
required to keep the smaller quantity 
at the proper temperature. 

After ripening, cream should: be kept 
at its churning temperature for several 
hours previous to, churning. Rich 
cream can be ripened and churned ata 
lower temperature, and therefore, be- 
tween the ripening and churning pro- 
cesses, can be kept for a leng:h of time 
at a lower temperature tha povr 
cream. This is a decides advantage, 
for the ripesing and churning tem- 
verature has a very important bearing 
upon the quality of ihe product, inas- 

much as cream ripened and churned at 
a low temperature produces putter of 
better body, texture, grain and color, 
and these with flavor are the essentials 
of good butter.—Free Lance. '

In 1898 fewer than ten thousand 
a? Americans crossed the horder, while 
this year it is estimated by J. Obed 
Smith, Deminion immigration comui3- 
= siover at Winnipeg, thiat out of a tot- 
3 al immigration into wesvern’ Canada of 
50,000, the United States contributes 
30,000. It has been predicted that we 
shall be pouring Americans into Can- 
ada at the rate of 200,000 a year, z= we 
have so long been pouring them into 
our own northwest, under a similar 
economic. stimulatica. Lt is a notable 
illustration of the way the plans, of 
men turn ascrew, that when Sir John 
Macdonald built the Canadian Pacific 
railroad, partly to prevent the Ameri- 
canization of western Canada, he gave 
the railroad a 1ana grant of about 
40,000,000 acres. 1t is this very land, 
through the couniry or its assigns, that 
the American settlers are now buying; 
& and they will bring about the Amerir 
oe canization of Canada withi greater rap- 
; idity than was ever before thought of. 
j Last year Manitoba raised as much 
+e wheat as North Dakota, and with the 
“5 | three territories of Alberta, Saskat- 
chewan and Assiniboia, produced 62,- 
000,000 bushels. The same section will 
produce this year 75,600,600 bushels, or 
about the yield of Minnesota. One Min- 
neapolis milling company has already 
made arrangements to receive an? 
grind Assiniboia wheat in bond, and 
fai is planning to build a three thousand 
a bushel mill for the exclusive grinding 
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Maritoba alone has 2,500 miles of rail- 
way, and other spur tracks are build- 
ing. ‘he Canadian Pacific is active, 
a and the Canadian Northern, the new 
ee continental whose eastern terminus is 
. ¢ at Port Arthur on Lake Suerior, is al- 
= ready pushing out from Erwood, 800 
z miles northwest, on to Prince Albert 
BF and Edmonton and through the Yellow 
Head Pass, the lowest -of moyniain 
pathways, and down to the Pacific. It 
is also estimated ‘that within three 
years the whistle of the iocometive will 
‘be heard on the shores of Hudson Bay. 

Our morthwest wants reciprocity 
with this adjoining Canadian counfry. 
Wt wants the removal of duty of 25 
tents a bushel on wheat, which is sense- 
less since both countries sell int the 
same market, and with it all the vexa- 
tion of having to mill in bond and ex- 
port in bond would be avoided. In _ re- 
turn, the northwest would expect a 
larger Canadian market for its agri- 
cultural machinery and other products. 
A number of the harvesting machine 
concerns have already established fac- 
tories in Canada, but this may be due 
to requirements of the -patent / law 
quite as much as io the tarifi itself, 
Our northwesiern boundary line is 
purely an artificial barrier; it does not 
Separate races or institutions or civi+ 
lizations, to any noticeable degree. For 
years Canadians, like James J. Hill and 
S. R. Callaway, have, been coming south 
of the line io grow, up with us, while 
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to become subjects of King Edward 
VII. Since conditions of labor in this 
new wheat belt wil! not differ mater- 
ially from those in the United States, 
it is easy to see how a vigorous agita- 
tion within the republican party for a 
Canadian reciprocity is bound id ‘be 
beard in the near future. Li will be- 
come a political question o° the first 
importance, and if the northwest really 
awakens to an economic advantage, the 
traditions of leaving the tariff alone 
will probably have to give way. Mean- 
while Americans will be having a wea- 
ther eye out for an opportunity to 
carry out an almost forgotten plank 
of the republican platform, af 1896 
which read; “We hopefully look for- 
ward io the eventual withdrawal of 
the European powers from, this hemis- 
phere, and to the ultimate union of all 
of the English speaking part of the con- 
tinent by the free consent of its in-

GOOD COAL FOR $2 PER TON} 
Winnipeg Telegram. 

The present strike 

and West Virginia 


in Pennsylvania 
coal mining dis- 


tricts seems likely lo result in 
prices next winter much higher 
than even those we usually pay. 


Considering the amount of coal con- 
sumed in this city, the length of 
winters, the cost of fuel to pur 
various commercial epterprises and 
the impetus that wouid be given to 
the growth of the city by a supply 
of economical fuel it seems extra- 
ordinary that more atiention is 
not paid to the mining of coal” on 
the Saskatckewan river. 

So abundant, along the baaks of 
that stream is coal of an excel- 
leat quality, that at many places 


it crops out and can be mined in 
any quantity, by simply loading it 
en wagons, cars or boats. Even 


with a common pick and shovel it 
can be mined for 50 cents per ton. 
Nowhere in the world, not even in 
Cape Breton, are there such quan- 
tities of good coal that can be so 
easily and cheaply mined, With 
modern appliances it could probably 
be loaded on barges for 15 cents 
per ton. it lies on the banks of a 
waterway leading to Winnipeg. Yet 
our business men go on paying tens 
of thousands of dollars every year 
that they could save by bringing 
Saskatchewan coal io Winnipeg, and 
cur real estate men see the growth 
of the city retarded by the; dear- 


ness of fuel without any real ef- 
fort to employ ihe means close at 
hand. Hardly a finger is lifted to 


hasten the making of the few im- 
provements in navigation required 
in order to float barges from the 
coal banks to wharves on the city 
frong, : I ets 
‘What would it cost to bring cgal, 
say, from Battleford to Winnipeg 
by water ? Any amount of col 
has been taken from Lake Erie ports 
to Duluth, a similar distance, and up 
current all the way, for 20 cents 
per ton, Peunsylvania coal is taken 
to the Atlantic seaboard, hauled 
Away around the  southero ex- 
tremity of South America, and sold 
in San Francisco for $10 per ton.

A Beef Raising Country. 

Winnipeg Tribune; Mr. Moses Fol- 
80m, associate editqr of the Farmer, 
St. Paul, is in the city for a few «ays, 
and will proceed west to look over the 
great farming sections of Manitoba and 
the Territories, Mr. Folsom was for 
some years advertising agent {or 
the Great Northern railway, and has 
watched western development with 
no little degree of interest. _ 

“One needs only to visit your mar- 
kets aud pee the home grown pro- 
ducts to cgnvince himself that the 
Arctic Circle is still a long distance 
away,” said he this morning. “i re- 
member years ago when the words 
Dakota and Minnesota seemed syu- 
onymous with cold, and almost sent. 
ft shiver down my back. In some 
parts of the United States the peo- 
ple still think the country along the 
ingernational ‘boundary line is on- 
ly fit habitation for bears and Indi- 
ADs. The growth af these states, 
however, and knowledge spreading 
concerning them, has dispelled much 
prejudice that had ro foundation in 
fact. To speak the words Manitoba 
and Assiniboia, even m Minnesota, 
will almost cool a man off on a hot 
day. The 49th parallel seems to be 
a sure enongh line, aorth of which 
is a land of snows and frigid wea- 
bher. ia L + 4 

“Our people don’t stop to think 
that your country is a piece off of 
north Dakota and Minnesota, The 
average man soon forgets his geo- 
graphy lessons, that all of Great 
Britain and [reland, is north of the 
49th parallel, that Scotland and Nor- 
way and Sweden are on the paraliel 
of Alaska, and that Winnipeg is on 
the parallel of Berlin, the capital oi 
Germany— But, as I was saying, 
a visit to the Winmpeg market is an 
object lessgn to remove any linger- 
ing doubt of what Manitoba soil and 
climate will produce, I never saw 
finer meats in Chicago or New, York. 
The man who lives’ in the corn belt 
thinks swine cannot be raised on 
anything except corn. Your mar- 
ket shows as fine specimens oi the 
lard and bacon types of the hag 
family as can be seen in Lowa, and 
produced too, without a grain or 
cor h. The Iowa man forgets that 
the hog lived for centuries on hay 
and grass. He was not the finish- 
ed animal, of course, that he 1s ta- 
day, but by penning him up and giv- 
ing him an exclusive diet of con- 
centrated grain food be has become 
impaired {n health, and is not a 
safe animal to put money into at 
all times, He thrives up here, how- 
pver, with corn, and is not. subject 
to the diseases common in the corn 
belt. As to your beef, muttdn and 
poultry, well, it would make a Chi- 
cago beef trust magnate feel that 
be had the real stuff before; him 
to take a trip throwgh your mar- 


ket house. He would see, too, sta- 
ple -roots, vegetables and small 
fryits ir large variety and of ex- 
cellent quality. 

, It is a fact now, _ well establish- 
ed that - wheat, oats, barley, rye, 
flax, and other grains, and seeds 
owe their superior nutritious and 
reprodycing qualities to a law 


which goverr= the whole procession 
of food plants, that they attain 
highest perfection in all thelr char- 
acteristics near the northernmost 
limits of their growth—a law to 
which the bright summer sun and 
pure atmosphere of this prairie pro- 
vince lends additional force. Then 
the salad plants, too, are more ten- 
der in northern lands than in the 
warmer latitudes where the period 
of great heat and longer growth 
makes a tough and woody fibre in 
leaf and stalk. The 49th parallel 
seems a long way off to the nprih, 
but an examination ot the map will 
show it seventeen degrees from the 


70th parallel—the line of perpetual , 


frost—and twenty-cne degrees from 
the 32nd parallel—the Hine of no 
frost. So it is quite apparent that 
Manitoba is not even on the nor- 
thernmost limit of successful agri- 
culture. Practical proo®- -af this, 
however, is seen in the reports from 
the grain fields and stock ranges 
of your copntry.
